Visibility of IJghto at Kigiit. 


The results of tho experiraeuts in 


light visibility conducted by tl)6 iuter- 
national committee on behalf of the 
governments of the United-States, (j»r- 
laany aud the Netherlands have been 
handed in. The German section gave as 
the distance at which a light of 1 can- 
dle power became visible 1.40 miles for 
a dark, clear night, arid 1 mile for a 
rainy nigbt. The American experi- 
ments show that a light of one caudlo 
power is visible at 1 mile and one of 
three caudle power is plainly vigible at 
2 miles. A 10 candle power light was 
seen with a binocular at 4 miles, one of 
23 at 5 miles, though faintly, and one 
of 88 candles at the same distance with- 
out difficulty. 


To been the safe pide the experiments 


were made with green light, as it has 
been conclusively proved that if a light 
of that color fills the required tests a 
red light of the same intensity will 
more than do so. 


It was found that the caudle power 


of green light which remained visible 
at 1, 3, 3 and 4 miles was 3, Ja, 51 and 


06 respectively. It was noticed, how- 
sver, that great care had to be exercised 
n the selection of'the shade of the col- 
3r, so as to give the minimum interfer- 
ence with the intensity of the light.,! 
Che shade adopted is aclearblue green. I 
Yellow and grass green should not be j 
employed. The tests may be of interest 
to rgilroad men aud seaineo.—Progress- 
ive Age.

THE GAME OF CRAPS. 


It Originated In New Orleans Over a Cen- 


tury Asro. 


If there is one game to which the 


Savannah negro is devoted above all 
others, it is craps. City or country, 
M; is all alike. 


On Sundays the country nseroea 


gather iu little groups in tbe shade 
of tbe trees, out of sight of the "big 
honso," and play all day long or 
until the wages •which they receiver! 
on Saturday'night are gone. In the 
cities they gather on the wharves, 
in tha corners of warelionses or 
any favorable spot out of sight of 
the "cop" and play for any amount 
they may possess, from coppers to 
dollars. 


The Savannah bootblacks and 


newsboys, like thoso oi' any other 
city, gamble away their earnings, 
and many a game is carried on in 
the lanes, the players often becom- 
ing so interested that they lose all 
thought of the policeman until that 
•worthy appears in their midst and 
nabs & couple of the players. White 
boys play the game, too, but negroes 
of all ages and sizes "shoot" craps. 
There is only ono other game -which 
equals craps in fascination for them, 
and that is policy, and, as policy is 
more liable to be interfered with by 
the police, craps has all the advan- 
tage. 


There are fascinations about the 


game peculiarly African. It is not 
without its intricacies. Tbe ordina- 
ry "come seven, como cloven" plan 
of the ganio ia simple enough, but 
there is a crowd around the players, 
there may be a half dozen interest- 
ed in the gatno and a dozen side bets. 
How they manage to keep the run 
of the ganitt is a mystery to the or- 
dinary observer, but they do so with 
unerring accuracy. Fights over crap 
games are rare. 


Tho expressions common to the 


game ara amusing. "New dress for 
do baby," exclaims ono. "Seo my 
gal Sunday night," exclaims anoth- 
er. "Dn little number two," says 
ouo, as that unlucky number shows 
tip. "I eight you," says another, 
meaning that ho liota that number 
will not turn up ngr.in before (ha 
"lucky seven." And so it goos. 


Tho city council of New Orleans 


lias jnst passed a law making the 
game of craps illegal. It does not 
matter where it is played, whether 
in the streets, in iho club or at 
home, craps is specially singled out 
as tho most depraved of gambling 
games, not to bo tolerated anywhere. 
Tlio gaum, according to a writer in 
Harper's, is of Now Orleans origin 
and over 100 years old. Bernard do 
MarJjny, who entertained Louis 


fhiJippe tvhcn he carce fo LGQISI- 


' ana, and who stood, 70 years ago, a* 
the head of the Creole colony of tie 
state as its wealthiest and most 
prominent citizen—he was entitled 
to call himself marquis in lYeneii— 
was the inventor, or father, of 
"craps" and brought it in high fa- 
vor »s the fashionable gambling of 
the day. When he laid off his nlan- 
taticu, just beiow the then' ciry -of 
New Orleans—it is now the Third 
district, but'was then the Faubourg* 
Marigny—and divided it up into 
lots, he naioed one of the principal ' 
streets "Craps" and explained that 
he did so because he bad lost tha 
money he received from the lots oa 
that ei'roat in this favorite game of 
his. 
It remained Craps street until 


a few years ago, when a protest was- 
raised against snob a disreputable 
name for a'very qrmt- and respecta- 
ble street especially given ±o church- 
es. "The Craps Street Methodist 
church*' sounded particularly bad. 
After Barnard Marigny's death orapa- 
a.s a gambling game descended in 
tho fcocial eoalo and was finally mo- 
nopolized mainly by negroes and 
street gamins.—Savannah News.

What we want is a place 
where all may have the benefit of mod- 
ern discoveries, appliances and treat- 
ment."

An investigation was started during 


JPresident Harrison's administration to 
ascertain how many, cripples were liv- 
ing in the ITaited States. No thorough 
System was followed, but about 600,000 
names were obtained.

Hen Roosts, 


Seeing a farmer near me building a 


new henhouse the other day, I took oc- 
casioti to give him a new idea. He was 
putting in his roosts in the old fashioned 
way, one being above the other on iui 
angle of about 45 degrees. In this way 
the fowls aru led to attempt to get upon 
the highest roost,, and as it gets full, 
the weak ones- are crowded off and fall 
to the ground. They begin again to 
climb up. only to repeat again the same 
performance, until it gets so dark that 
they stop climbing, resting content upon 
the lower roost, or even upon'the ground 
under .the roosts. In the morning the 
fowls will not :go down as they went 
up, from one roost to another, but fly 
from the roost to the ground. In this 
•way and by falling from the roost to 
the ground at sight heavy fowls, es- 
pecially when very fat or full of eggs, 
are often crippled in the legs or other- 
wise injured. Many likoly bens I have 
seen •completely spoiled in this way. I 
told him I should build the rcosta all 
the same height and no int. j than 2,'^ 
feet from the floor, putting them .about 
15 inches apart Before I left I had the 
satisfaction of seeing him commence to1 
undo the work he had done and to, 
build his mosts as I suggested aofi of 
hearing an old farmer who was present 
declare his intention of taking out his 
roosts, which were of the "ladder" 
style, and putting in new ones, level 
and lower,—Farmers' Voice.
